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DIDN'T JUST HAPPEN 


Morningside Presbyterians 
Eying Vast New Edifice 


Almost every Sunday thousands’ 
of motorists pause along Morning- 
side Drive near Highland Avenue 
to feast their eyes upon the new 
Morningside Presbyterian Church, 
which is nearing completion. 

Situated in the middle of a 
wooded eight-acre tract, this new 
sanctuary promises to become one 
of Atlanta’s beauty spots. Its vast 
area lends itself naturally to large 
recreation areas where families 
can hold picnics, civic organiza- 
tions can hold outings and where 
Boy Scouts can build campfires 
and camp. 

Morningside Presbyterian didn’t 
“just happen” to select this par- 
ticular spgt for its $500,000 church. 
It did it with a purpose in mind. 
For, at Morningside Presbyterian, 
religion is a seven-day-a-week' 
proposition, working into family 
and community life. When its °* 
new building is completed, The 
Rev. Arthur Van Gibson, Minister, 
hopes to make this church a part 
of community life—‘“not just some- 
thing that was tacked on.’ 

When Morningside Church first 
contemplated its half-million-dol- 
lar building program, Dr. Gibson 
conducted a survey on the average 
Atlanta family. : 

He found that fewer than two- 
thirds of married couples in At- 
lanta have children under 10 years 
old. He found that one-third of 
families in Atlanta consist of only 
two people. 

He found that in the larger cities 
such as Atlanta there are fewer 
marriages, more divorces and low- 
er birth rates than in smaller com- 
munities. He learned that the 
average residence of an Atlanta 
family in one place is less than 
22 months. 

Multiple dwellings or vertical 
housing were contributing factors 
in the downfall of many homes, 
he said. 

“There are no lawns to mow, no 
furnaces to fire, no taxes to pay 
and this type housing does not 
offer enough opportunity for fami- 
ly ‘participation in the responsi- 
bilities of a community, he ex- 
plained. 

Another disturbing factor which 
Dr. Gibson found was that home 
life during the past 100 years has 
progressed through three different 
stages. 

At first the father, or man of 
the house, was supreme. The 
mother then became the guiding 
force in home life, he said. But,

show.” 

Fathers are consumed with club) 
activity, or they have become “golf 
conscious” and other forms of out-' 
side activity. 

Dr. Gibson said he _ found, 
through his survey, that three ad- 
justments should be made before 
a couple is married. 

First, a thorough understanding 
on religious faith is necessary for 
complete happiness, he said. Mar- 
riages involving people of entirely 
different religious faiths breed di- 
vorces or unhappy homes often- 
times, he pointed out. 

Secondly, an understanding 
should be made on the economic 
problems confronting a home be- 
‘fore marriage. Both husband and 
wife should recognize their respon- | 
sibilities and operate within their 

ncome. 

The third and most important 
problem confronting happy home 
life is the problem of marital rela- 
tions and children. Dr. Gibson says 
if necessary, couples should adopt 
two—not just one—children be- 
cause “children are a definite as- 
set to happy home life.” 

He said a home of their own 
gives the family a sense of “one- 
ness.”’ Members of the family are 
then able to reflect on the past 
and point to “things we did here,” 
he said. 

All of this was taken into con- 
sideration when Morningside Pres- 
byterian Church’s officers and its 
minister sat down with the archi- 
tect and began planning the vast 
new program. 

When the congregation moves 


it will have one of the most “com- 
plete” religious and community 
programs scheduled anywhere in 
Atlanta. 

The new program incorporates a 
recreation building amidst the 
beautiful wooded area which 
reaches. almost two blocks in one 
direction and a complete block in 
another. 

There will be a new Boy Scout 
hut and barbecues will be held. 
Provisions for outdoor games will 
be made and this program will be 
emphasized because Morningside 
Presbyterian wants its facilities to 
be used. 

The new church building will 
have, in addition to its picturesque 
sanctuary or auditorium, a large, 
plush reception room which will be 
carpeted and furnished with over- 


‘stuffed chairs and sofas in which 


informal meeting of church groups 
and civic and educational organiza- 
tions will be held. 

A massive auditorium which 
will be equipped for 
movies wil' be open to such organi- 
zations as the P-TA, civic groups

for barbecues and picnics will be 
furnished free. 


All facilities of the new Morn- 


ingside Church will be made avail- 
able for people of all faiths and 


its use by Jews, Christians and 

‘atholics as well as Protestants 
will be encouraged. 

Miss Nancy Johnson, Director of 
Rel’sious Education at Morning- 
side Pre. ‘terian Church, will be 
in charge of the stepped- -up pro- 
gram in the new church. Her train- 
ing in physical education has 
equipped her to direct the out- 
door activities within the church, 
also. 


Dr. Gibson says a “church ean 
not justify its existence simply by 
its worship function. It must be 
come a part of community life. 


“The Church has got to get be- 
hind the family and save it. It is 
no longer up to the family to: 
save the Church.” 

Morningside Presbyterian’s pro- 
gram of community activity al- 
ready has drawn the praise of 
scores of ministers and prominent 
lay people of other Protestant de- 


nominations. They have expressed | 


the belief that this type church, 
which embraces both worship and 
community life, is the “church of 
the future.” 

Members of the Morningside 
church are proud of the new pro- 
gram, too. For, within the brief 
spin of 20 years this congregation

church into one of the most im-

Vote Law Is Upheld 


The Georgia Supreme Court has up- 
held the reregistration law. 

The decision was unanimous. But the 
case is sure.to go to the U. S. Supreme 
Court. The issue is far from settled. 


Administration fosces carefully drafted 
the reregistration law in an attempt to 
comply with court decisions affirming the 
right of Negroes to vote. Particular atten- 
tion was paid to the decision outlawing 
the so-called Boswell-Amendment in Ala- 
bama, which, the court said, was invalid 
because under it registrars in each county 

- were able to determine, without a firm 
criterion, who was qualified to vote. 

With the Boswell decision in mind, the 
Georgia law provides for a literacy test 
and, if the applicant fails that, an oral 
test comprising 30 simple questions which 
are written into the law. 

Registrars determine whether the ap- 
plicant passes the tests, but appeals from 
their decision may be taken to court. 


Opponents of the law charge that regis- 
trars are given arbitrary power to “take 
away the liberties of voters of the State 
of Georgia without due process of law.” | 

On this point the Georgia Supreme 
Court declared: “The mere possibility that 
the Board of Registrars may under this 
statute act arbitrarily and recklessly in ad- 
ministering the law-and thereby violate

Actually, the percentage of Negroes to 
whites registering under the new act runs 
higher than was qualified under the old 
law. About 13% percent on the old voters’ 
lists are Negroes. In a recent State-wide 
survey, the Macon News found about 15 
percent of new registrations were by Ne- 
groes. 

Because of doubt as to the validity of 
the new law only 44 Georgia counties 
have made any effort at reregistration, 
and only a trickle of registrants has greet: 
ed those efforts. | 

Effect of. the new decision is to clear 
the air only to a degree, for this case or 
a similar one, likely will be taken direct 
to the U. S. Supreme Court.

The other 
possible Republican contenders all suffer 
from comparable handicaps. Thus, if Taft 
wins in Ohio, the chances are that Eisen- 
hower will have to choose between step- 
ping down from his nonpolitical pedestal, or 
letting Taft take over the Republican Party 
by default.

future. But these long-range speculations both 
have some foundation in the present, and serve 
to emphasize a vital point.

Sears Started a Revolution 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil—An attempt at revolution is currently under way 
in Brazil. Beachheads have been established at Rio and Sao Paulo under the 
capable supervision of that veteran campaigner, Gen. Walter H. Frank. But the 
undertaking, Known as Sears, Roebuck, SA, is not a military operation but a 


merchandising one.

Sao Paulo, also a city of nearly two million, had a British-operated department store of sorts, it 
was surpassed in size and variety of merchandise by at least five or six Atlanta establishments,

Jwith any backwardness or lack of ingenuity on 


the part of Brazilian retailers, but rather with 
the European buying habits of their customers. 
They, according to tradition, prefer to buy in 
small, one- to six-clerk shops, highly specialized, 
where one is known and catered to, usually by 
the manager himself. Not only has this re- 
sulted in the specialization of merchandising to 
an almost ridiculous degree—for instance a 
woman wishing to make a dress had to buy the 
pattern at one shop, the material at another, the 
thread at a third, buttons at a fourth, and so on, 
ad exhaustion—but also it has tended to increase 
the already unconscionable prices which Bra- 


zilian retailers make no bones about charging. 


All of South America, it must be ex- 
plained, holds to the high unit profit theory, 
whether it be in manufacturing, wholesaling 
or retailing. Virtually every industry is 
based on limited production. The tragedy 
of South American industrial underdevelop- 
ment is that many of its plants are not pro- 
ducing at anywhere near capacity—or with 
anything like full employment—because their 
owners ask themselves: “Why should I wear 
out my machinery making ten thousand ar- 
ticles a day to sell for one cruzeiro profit 
apiece when I can make as much money pro- 
ducing one thousand to sell at a 10 cruzeiro 
profit each?” 


In 1947, the last year for which figures are 
available, Brazilian industry averaged nearly 
40 percent for profit and management expenses 
in contrast to 35 percent raw material and 15 per- 
cent labor costs, That same year, average NET 
profits, after taxes, were for industry 17 per- 


percent! Small wonder, therefore, that Brazil- 
ians pay eight to 10 dollars for shirts, 100 to 150 
for suits, and 15 to 20 for the cheapest kind 
of shoes. 

Into this apparently fertile market this year 
has come Sears, Roebuck with its big-volume, 
low-overhead policy. In the space of three months 
it opened, in Sao Paulo and Rio, spacious, every- 
thing-for-everybody stores exactly like the 600-

In Rio, 123,000 braved opening-day rains 
to fight for the 25 cruzeire nylons (they 
were selling for 40 elsewhere); the U. S.- 
type, made-in-Sao Paulo toilet paper (half 
the price charged by neighborhood Arma- 
zens; the 1,000 electric refrigerators (30 per- 
cent less than high-profit importers were 
charging). 


The escalators, a rarity in Rio,carried 80,030 
frightened people during the day, as many as 
16,000 an hour at the height of the rush. The 
store did $550,000 in business the first day and 
20,000 people were standing patiently in line 
outside at closing time. The second day—with- 
out the ice boxes, which were snapped up in a 
couple of hours the first—Sears did $200,000 
and had a traffic count of 70,000. 


Meanwhile, even Sears’ competitors admit 
its impact on Brazilian retailing has been 
tremendous. For the first time, other Bra- 
zilian stores are taking page ads in Rio and 
Sao Paulo newspapers. Moreover, and this 
is really a concession, they are advertising 
PRICES. Some of the shops which were 
selling nylons for 40 cruzeiros, before the 
advent of Sears are now advertising them at 
24, less than the Sears price. Taking a lead 
from Sears, other Rio stores for the first 
time are geing in for American-type window 
displays; many are adding trucks te com- 
pete with Sears’ by Brazilian standards un- 
believably fast delivery system. Some are 
even reported to be considering the ultimate 
in concessions ... to allow customers te 
exchange, or possibly even to return mer- 
chandise. 


It will probably still be a long time before 
Brazilian retailing approaches U. S. standards. 
But it is significant that the bulk of the resistance 
to date seems to be coming from manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers who have made the 
high profits . . . and not from the customers 
who have paid them.

Judges and ‘other court officials frequently 
forced the telegraph operator to take jury duty 
or go to jail and close up the telegraph office, 
which left no one to handle telegrams or dis- 
patch trains. Frequently towns were isolated two 
or three days until a relief operator could get 
there, when the operator was on a locked jury. 

The situation became so bad that the law had 
to be changed to overcome this _ condition.

WASHINGTON ~—()— The top 
dividend checks to be sent to 
World War II veterans on their 
National Service Life Insurance 
will be for $528. Dividends will 
start going out in January. 

Veterans Administrator Car] R. 
Gray, Jr., disclosed this yesterday 
in rele®sing the formula to be used 
in distributing the $2,800,000,000 
dividend among some 16;000,000 
veterans and their dependents and 
heirs. He had planned to release it 
next Sunday but changed his plans 
because of published reports about 
the formyla. 

The di¥idend, to be paid before 
next June 30, is not subject .to 
income tax. Veterans must apply 
for it, and about three-fourths of 
them have already done so. 

The formula, Gray said, is cal- 
culated on the basis of a dividend 
of 55 cents for each $1,000 of in- 
surance, for each month the policy 
-was in force before its anniversary 
date in 1948, for all policy-holders 
who were aged 40 or younger at 
the time the policy was issued. 

For older veterans, the dividend

But Price of Fun Is High 


By MARGARET STOVALL 
“I found Paris the same gay Paree that I left three years 
ago, but prices are fantastically high—19 times higher than 


they were before the war.” 

The speaker was Mrs. E. By- 
ron Hilley, wife of a prominent 
Atlanta attorney and a former 
French war bride, who is just 
back from a Summer spent with 
her family in Paris. 

“Americans with their dollars 
fare well indeed,” continued 
Mrs. Hilley, “but such’ prices 
make matters very difficult for 
the French people whose salaries 
are only 6 times their peak in 
pre-war days.” 

“Though recovery from war 
hazards is slow, conditions 
showed marked improvement 
during recent years,” said Mrs. 
Hilley. “Coffee, sugar, salad oil, 
gasoline—which sells for 65 
cents in American money—elec- 
tricity and gas are the principal! 
articles still on the rationed list.” 

Four years ago Mrs. Hilley, 
the former Raymonde 
Schwartz, was going her mer- 
ry way in Paris. It was St. 
Valentine’s Day, 1945. She was 
strolling down the street with 
her father, Monsieur F. M. 
Schwartz, who is owner of a 
fashionable dress  establish- 
ment on St. Philip du Roule, 
just off the Champs d’Elysees. 

An Atlanta Major, E. Byron 
Hilley, who had been assigned 
to Maj. Gen. Littlejohn’s office 
and who had been in the city 
only two days, had lost his way 
and inquired of Monsieur 
Schwartz as to directions. Ray- 
monde acted as interpreter for 
her father who spoke little 
English and Major Hilley’s 
French was none too good. 

Shortly after their chance 
meeting, Raymonde invited the 
Major and a group of his friends 
to tea at the handsome Schwartz 
residence. From then on events 
happened with lightning speed 
and on Mar. 1, 1946 Raymonde 
and Major Hijley were married 
by the Mayor of Paris and the 
next day by Raymonde’s church, 
Eglise Reformee de L’Etoile.
